Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental 
Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Council's  district  for  the  year 
1968.  This  report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested  in  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  l/69.  Although  it  is  fundamentally  a  statement  of  work 
carried  out  in  the  environments  of  the  Rural  District  certain  aspects  of  the 
personal  Health  and  Welfare  Services  are  mentioned. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1968  are  satisfactory  when  compared 
with  other  Rural  Districts  in  the  County.  The  Rates  for  Births,  Deaths,  Infant 
Deaths,  along  with  the  relative  freedom  of  the  district  from  serious  epidemic 
diseases  all  make  satisfactory  reading,  though  the  district  did  share  to  some 
extent  in  the  national  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year. 

The  response  on  the  part  of  the  local  parents  to  the  Protective 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation  procedures  for  their  children  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Measles,  Tetanus,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tuberculosis  and  Smallpox  during 
1968  remained  reasonably  good. 

As  in  previous  years  I  am  glad  to  mention  the  whole  hearted  co-operation 
I  have  received  from  the  Council  Staff  generally,  but  more  especially  from  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  1968.

MAJOR  INDUSffilBS 


The  major  industries  in  the  area  now  consist  of  a  tannery,  nylon  stocking 
factory,  clothing  factory,  sportswear  factory,  agriculture  and  the  United  Kingdom 
Atomic  Energy  Establishment  at  Windscale.  A  large  part  of  the  area  is  situated  in 
the  Lake  District  National  Park  and  attracts  many  visitors  in  the  summer  months. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and 

Productivity,  Employment  Exchange,  Millom,  for  the  following  re  ports  - 

1968  will  remain  in  the  memories  of  Millom  people  as  the  year  Hodbarrow 
Mine  and  the  Millom  Ironworks  closed  within  six  months  of  each  other  throwing 
700  men  out  of  work,  a  very  high  percentage  of  the  male  working  population* 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1968  the  unemployment  figure  gradually  fell  to 
114*  It  rose  sharply  to  182  in  April  as  a  result  of  the  closure  of  the  mine  but 
through  redeployment  of  these  redundant  mineworkers  the  figure  fell  to  93  in 
June. 


Millom  tottered  under  the  sudden  decision  to  close  the  Ironworks  in 
September.  In  October  the  unemployment  figure  was  504,  representing  16.2$£  of 
the  working  population,  but  offers  of  vacancies  through  the  decision  of  Elbeo 
to  expand,  and  from  other  employers  at  Sellafield,  Eskmeals,  Barrow  etc., 
helped  to  reduce  the  figure  by  70  by  the  end  of  the  year.”

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE? 

There  was  no  visit  of  the  X-Ray  Unit  to  the  Millom  area  during  1968,  Any 
resident  of  the  Rural  District  who  now  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  this  excellent 
service  must  now  make  their  way  to  the  West  Cumberland  Hospital  or  Workington 
Infirmary,  It  appears  that  this  "running  do\m"  of  the  Units’  function  is  due 
partly  to  policy,  although  this  has  not  been  generally  expressed,  and  partly  an 
effort  to  reduce  expenditure, 

FAMILY  FLAMING  CLINIC: 

The  year  1968  saw  the  continued  activity  of  the  Family  Planning  Clinic  sponsored 
by  the  Family  Planning  Association,  It  is  obvious  that  the  expert  advice  given  is 
much  appreciated  locally  and  Clinic  attendances  continue  to  increase.  The  Clinic 
itself  is  under  the  charge  of  an  experienced  Doctor  and  Nurse  assisted  by  a  number 
of  voluntary  workers.  The  Sessions  are  held  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each 
month  from  2,00  p.m,  to  4*00  p.m.  During  1968,  50  new  cases  were  dealt  with, 

OTHER  SERVICES t

(C)  Report  of  Plumbo-Solvency, 

Chenical  analysis  of  the  water  fron  the  various  supplies  throughout  the 
district,  suggest  that  the  risk  of  plunbo- solvency  is  negligible.  However  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Governnent  have  approved  a  Byelaw  prohibiting  the 
use  of  pipes  of  lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water  services  intended  for  the 
conveyance  of  water  for  hunan  consunption. 

(D)  Action  in  respect  of  any  forn  of  contanination. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  When  contanination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  ''Chlorine  denand"  the  gathering  grounds  of  that  particular 
source  are  inspected  to  ascertain  the  probable  cause.  Quite  frequently 
contanination  is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  aninals,  particularly  sheep. 
These  carcasses  are  renoved  and  buried  elsewhere.  The  area  where  the  carcass 
had  lain  is  then  treated  with  line,  Sanples  of  water  going  into  supply  are 
regularly  sent  fron  all  supplies  for  bacteriological  exanination  and  nains  are 
periodically  flushed. 

When  a  doubtful  report  is  received  fron  a  bacteriological  exanination  of 
a  chlorinated  water,  an  innediate  exanination  and  tests  are  nade  to  ascertain 
the  cause.  Further  sanples  are  then  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
exanination  and  report.

During  1968  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station  and  Treatment  Works  functioned 
satisfactorily. 

Rainfall  over  the  Bays  tone  Bank  gathering  grounds  was  again  sufficient 
to  maintain  the  reservoir  at  a  reasonable  level  without  recourse  to  pumping 
from  the  Hole  House  Pumping  Station. 


Bootle  Supply  Area. 

Fellside  Filtration  and  Treatment  Plant  worked  satisfactorily  during 
1968  and  water  supplies  were  adequate  throughout  the  area. 


Northern  Area  Supply  (Wastwater) . 

During  1968  the  Pumping  and  Chlorination  Plants  on  this  supply  were 
working  normally  and  water  supplies  were  good.  A  small  extension  to  the 
supply  main  in  the  Santon  Bridge  Area  made  it  possible  for  7  properties, 
that  had  previously  been  supplied  from  private  sources,  to  receive  a  supply 
from  Wastwater. 


Northern  Area  Supply  (Devoke  Water) . 

Only  3  domestic  properties  are  now  supplied  from  this  source,  these 
being  in  the  Linbeck  and  the  High  Eskholme  area  of  Muncastcr,

26  dwelling  houses  were  completed  at  Haverigg  on  behalf  of  the 
Crown  to  provide  accommodation  for  Staff  of  H.M.  Prison, 

Millom,  In  1968  the  township  of  Millom  suffered  two  36t-backs,  first  the 
closure  of  Hodbarrow  Mines  in  March,  followed  in  August  by  the  closure  of 
the  Ironworks,  as  a  result  of  which  there  was  much  redundancy  and  at  its 
worst  the  unemployment  percentage  stood  at  16.2. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  the  question  of  the  future  development  of  the 
town  received  a  great  deal  of  consideration  by  the  Council,  and  after  much 
thought  it  was  decided  that  further  housing  development  should  continue 
though  it  might  be  with  some  caution,  bearing  in  mind  the  likelihood  of 
higher  rents  and  the  high  unemployment  rate  on  the  one  hand  and  on  the 
other  the  fact  that,  if  new  industries  were  to  be  encouraged,  there  was 
the  necessity  for  a  nucleus  of  houses  to  be  provided  for  key  workers. 

Therefore,  after  a  disappointing  period  when  there  had  been  no  dwellings 
under  construction  for  16  months,  building  commenced  on  the  10  partial 
dependency  flatlets  at  Lapstone  Road,  Millom.  (These  flatlets  are  this 
Council's  contribution  to  a  joint  scheme  with  the  County  Council,  who  for 
their  part  are  providing  a  25  bed  Aged  Persons’  Home).  In  September  a  start 
was  made  on  the  erection  of  7  bungalows  and  21  houses  on  the  South  side  of 
Devonshire  Road,  Millom.  The  middle  of  1969  should  see  these  dwellings 
nearing  completion.  A  table  on  page  25  of  the  report  shows  the  number  of 
dwellings  completed  during  the  last  eight  years,  together  with  the  number 
of  applicants  remaining  on  the  Council’s  Housing  Lists  at  the  end  of  each 
year,  from  which  it  would  appear  that  there  is  still  a  need  for  the 
construction  of  more  bungalows. 

Land  is  available  on  the  South  side  of  Devonshire  Road  which  will 
accommodate  some  40  units  as  an  extension  of  the  present  site,  and  additional 
land  on  the  North  side  of  Devonshire  Road  is  also  in  the  ownership  of  the 

Council. 

Plans  for  the  long  term  redevelopment  of  Millom  did  not  progress  to  the 
extent  which  might  have  been  anticipated  or  desired  but  a  number  of 
sub-standard  dwellings  are  now  unoccupied  and  it  should  be  possible  to  make 
a  fairly  early  start  on  the  demolition  of  some  of  these,  for  example 

16  houses  (all)  in  Duddon  Street,  Millom  are  empty 
as  well  as  28  out  of  32  at  Berwick  Rails,  Millom  and 
22  out  of  52  at  Concrete  Square,  Haverigg,  together 
with  several  other  individual  properties  to  the  east 
of  King  Street  in  Millom. 

Rural  Areas.  Progress  on  the  preparation  of  schemes  for  housing  in  the 
area  other  than  Millom  itself  is  virtually  at  a  standstill. 

At  Ravenglass  the  advisory  plan  has  not  yet  been  finalised,  and  no  agreement 
has  been  reached  on  sites  at  Eskdalc  for  either  bungalows  or  houses.

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ABATTOIR  AND  MEAT  INSPECTIONS. 


Thor©  is  one  Abattoir  in  the  area,  which  is  located  at  King  Street, 

Mil  Ion  and  is  owned  by  the  Millon  Abattoir  Go.  Ltd. 

Attention  has  been  paid  to  tho  cleanliness  and  nainte nance  of  the 
prenises  with  a  resulting  improvement  in  conditions.  This  improvement 
has  been  brought  about  by  the  attitude  of  tho  personnel,  which  once  more 
underlines  the  point  that  the  question  of  hygiene  is  very  much  a  matter 
for  individuals. 

All  animals  killed  at  the  Abattoir  were  inspected. 

Tho  throughput  showed  a  decrease  of  18$  on  the  previous  year. 
Slaughtering  took  place  on  256  days  and  involved  709  separate  visits. 

No  alterations  were  made  to  the  permitted  hours  of  slaughtering. 

These  total  55§-  hours  per  week  and  no  difficulties  have  apparently  been 
experienced  in  containing  the  slaughtering  within  those  limits. 

The  amount  received  by  the  Council  in  Inspection  Fees  was  £187.  2s.  Od.

Poultry  Inspections* 

There  are  no  large  poultry  processing  plants  in  the  area*  Two  of  the 
main  breeders  of  poultry  have  a  fairly  regular  trade  with  local  shops  and 
hotels,  whilst  others  mainly  dispose  of  live  birds  by  selling  for  slaughtering 
outside  the  area.  Visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  and  attention  is 
paid  to  poultry  for  sale  in  the  retail  shops,  particularly  over  the  Christmas 
period. 

38  lbs,  of  poultry  were  condemned. 

There  is  a  growing  concern  for  more  intensive  inspection  of  poultry  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  legislation  to  bring  this  into  effect  will  shortly  bo

Works  of  improvement  have  been  carried  out  to  two  licensed  premises 
during  the  year,  and  one  more  public  house  voluntarily  closed.

It  is  regretted  that  no  start  has  been  made  on  the 
provision  of  a  sewerage  scheme  for  Drigg  and  Holmrook.  The  provision  of  such 
a  scheme  would  enable  development  to  take  place  in  this  area.  In  the  meantime 
the  Scheme  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Engineer  who  is  acting  as  Consulting 
Engineer  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

Seascale.  The  question  of  improvements  to  tho  sewerage  arrangements  at 
Seascale  is  also  in  tho  hands  of  the  County  Engineer. 

Millom.  In  view  of  tho  possibility  of  further  development  taking  place 
such  as  industry,  housing,  schools  and  hospital  and  because  of  some  flooding 
which  occurs  during  heavy  rainfall,  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the  sewerage 
systems  for  Millom  was  undertaken  by  E.G.  Lediard,  Esq.,  Consulting  Engineer 
of  Newcastle  and  his  report  is  awaited. 

General.  Further  development  in  the  several  villages  must  remain 
restricted  until  such  time  as  sewerage  systems  are  provided.  This  probably 
applies  mostly  to  Drigg,  Silecroft  and  The  Green.
